Calles Now May Assist 


Nicaragua Liberals Via 
Honduras. 


MARINES SHUT OFF

Dominating Anti-Diaz Force 
in Central America Seen 
Arising From Situation

American support of the Diaz con- 
stitutional government in Nicaragua, as 
announced by President Coolidge in his 
recent message to Congress, soon will 
be put to a new test. according to in- 
formation reaching here from diplo- 
matic quarters. 5 

The republic of Guatemala, by with- 
drawing ita representative from Nicara- 
gua and thereby signalling its refusal 
to condone the regime of Adoiph Diaz, 
is now regarded as having sided with 
President Calles of Mexico and reports 
indicate that a way may be opened to 
Calles to send military assistance to the 
Nicaraguan liberals by overland route 
through Honduras, thereby avoiding 
the cordon of American warships pa- 
trolling Nicaraguan waters. . 

Various methods whereby military 
forces hostile to Diaz may start from 
Guatemala and find their way into 
Nicaragua are already discussed here, 
and particular reference is made to 
Gen. Ferrara, pronounced liberal, who 
has a well-trained force in Honduras 
ready for any sort of military expedi- 
tion. Ferrara is reported to have re- 
cently been on a secret mission to Mex- 
foo City. Liberal elements in Mexico, 
Guatemala and Honduras are said to 
regard this force as a possible nucleus 
for a dominating anti-Diaz force in 
case circumstances warrant its use 
across the Nicaraguan border. 

Inquiry Made to Honduras. 

President Baz Barahaona of Hon- 
dures is understood to have already

France to Reject Arms 
Plan Offered by Coolidge 


Paris Cabinet to Hold Issue Should Be Handled by 
League of Nations—Japanese Premier Says 
Armament Must Be ‘Maintained. 


Paris, Feb. 14 (By A. P.).—President 
Coolidge's proposal for complementary 
naval disarmament distinct from the 
general scheme under consideration by 
the League of Nations virtually wil! 
be rejected by the French reply, which 
the cabinet will take up tomorrow, it 
is understood on the highest authority. 

The French government's reply will 
avoid discussion of the merits of the 
question as raisetl by the Coolidge note, 
will confirm itself to discussion of pro- 
cedure and will conclude by stating 
that it is impossible to take the ques- 
tion out of the hands of the league. 

Pullest symapthy with the object of 
the President's initiative will be ex- 
pressed with the promise of hearty co- 
operation in any practical plan, but it 
will be pointed out that France. hav- 
ing cooperated in the preparation of a 
scheme for general disarmament in the 
league commission, cannot separate 
herself from that effort.

General revision of the postal rates 
was voted last night by the Senate in 
adding a series of amendments to the 
House bill proposing a reduction from 
2 cents to 1 cent .n the rate on postal 
cards. The measure, passed without a 
record vote, now goes to conference. 

Passage of the House prohibition re- 
organization bill was blocked in the 
Senate last night by Senator Edwards

Estimating the posta! bill would mean 
a losa of more than 630,000,000 annually 
in revenue, Chairman Moses, of the 
postal committee, said he did not ap- 
prove of it, But urged its passage so a 
rate revision measure might be worked 
out in conference. 

The Senate amendments would pro- 
vide for the following changes:

QUAKES HIT BALKANS; 


12 DEAD AT SARAJEVO 


Other Casualties Reported in 
Dalmatia; Northern !taly 
Is Rocked. 


Vienna, Feb. 14 (By A. P.).—Twelve 
persons were killed today at Sarajevo, 
scene of the assassination of the Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand of Austria which 
precipitated the world war, in an 
avalanche engulfing ten buildings 
which followed a series of earthquakes 
in that section of the Balkans. 

The selamograph of the Vienna ob- 
servatory registered nineteen consecu- 
tive shocks. Herzegovina felt the 
shock strongly and it was reported that 
there were numerous victims at Mostar 
in Dalmatia and in the region of Ansel- 
feild.

Asks Why Reserve Charter Be 
Renewed 8 Years Before 
‘It Expires.

Political lines of a new sort—des- 
tined, some observers believe, to re- 
place eventually the party distinctions 


which ‘now govern in the United 
States—-will be drawn in the Senate 
on the roll-call vote on .the McFadden 
branch banking bill, which was the 
subject of a one-man, one-day filibus- 
ter yesterday, and will be given the 
test of a cloture motion this after- 
noon. 

The general attack upon the Dill 
made for three hours yesterday after- 
noon by Senator Burton K. Wheeler, of 
Montana, and the private statements 
of other senators brought into clear 
relief that the real battle which tran- 
scends all other features of the bill is 
over the indefinite extension of the 
Federal Reserve Board charter. 

Proponents of this extension were 
frank to admit that the answer to the 
question, why is this extension being 
sought eight years before the present 
charter expires? was that none of those 
who believed in the soundness of the 
present system of monetary control was 
willing to gamble that future Con- 
greases——not even the BSeventieth-- 
would grant the authority now con- 
templated. 


Would be Hard to Repeal. 


The conservative element intends, 
therefore, to write the charter of the 
Pederal Reserve board into the law of 
the land where it will take an af- 
firmative act of repeal to remove it, 
confident that it will take a much 
longer time to bring about such a step 
than a substitution of one economic 
theory for another, if the Federa) Re- 
serve charter should be allowed to 
lapse or approach an end 

The roll call upon the measure 
should, therefore, with few exceptions, 
result in a division, regardiess of the 
difference of political opinion now 
marked by the center aisle of the cham- 
ber, between the conservatives and pro- 
greasives and radicais 
along similar lines and among tiuese 
groups on all matters that some poiit- 
tical students forecast for the not too 
distant future. ‘ : 

The present fight has not 
veloped even informally the exact out- 
line of the theory of finance which the 
enemies of the Federal Rescrve board 
would substitute for the present system 
of governmental financial control.

Senator Wheeler, who gave indica-

One class of permits would provide 
for the manufacture of bourbon and 
the other rye, 
for 10 years and would be renewable, 
but they could be revoked for viola- 
tions Of the law. The Treasury would 
prescribe the formulas to be used by 
the permittees, who would be allowed 
a “reasonable profit.” The measure 
was approved as a substitute for the 
administration medicinal whisky plan 
submitted by Assistant Secretary An- 
drews. 

Under the Hawley bill existing stocks 
of whisky would be concentrated in not 
more than six warehouses: Importation 
of whisky would be permitted If exist- 
ing stocks should prove insufficient to 
meet the demand. “The committee be- 
lieves an emergency existe in the en- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,”” said Hawley, “and after many 
weeks of diligent consideration reports 
this measure to meet the emergency.”

way company, which will exchange ite | 
stock for stock of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern. The Spokane, 

tland & Seattle is jointly controlled 
by the’ two Northern railroads, which 
also for more than a quarter of a 
century have had more than 90 per 
cent of the C. B. & Q. 

Application will be made to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission r 


of the Northern companies as soon as 
committee believes deposits of 
stocks in accordance with the plan have 
progressed sufficiently. 

The plan is unusually simple and 
free from complicating features, inas- 
much as each of the Northern com- 
panies has only one class of stock out- 
standing, and as shares are to be ex-

NEUTRALIZE NICARAGUA. 

The Nicaraguan revolutionists appear to 
have an unlimited supply of ammunition, They 
threatening to attack Matagalpe, 
where Americans and other foreigners may be 
endangered. 

Wherever Admiral Latimer has established 
a neutral zone there has been peace, but out- 
side of those zones there is fighting. If this 
warfare continues American lives will be sacri- 
ficed, and at any time there may be a clash 
between marines and revolutionists. Ap- 
parently American policy leans backward in 
the effort to avoid being charged with inter- 
ference in Nicaraguan affairs. Yet the United 
States has recognized the Dias government 
and is permitting it to import arms from this 
country. 

In view of the constant danger to Americans 
and other foreigners for whom the United 
States is responsible it would seem necessary 
to take a further step. All of Nicaragua should 
be neutralized. The revolutionists should be 
commanded to quit. If the Diaz government 
deserves recognition, and if it will protect for- 
elgn. life and property if given the opportunity, 
the United States should uphold that govern- 
ment effectively, and not wait for revolution- 
ists to kill Americans before acting. If ma- 
rines should be attacked and killed there would 
be no question of the duty of the United States 
to suppress the revolution. Why wait until 
American blood has been spilled" 

Matagalpa should be declared 
zone, All other places liable to be attacked 
should be neutralized. The entire republic 
should be a neutral zone in which no band 
could be raised against the constitutional gov-

ernment. 

The half-way measures thus fur taken by 
the United States are not bringing peace in 
Nicaragua. The revolutionists are evidently 
obtaining supplies from the outside. 
supplies are finding their way into Nicaragua. 
The United States can not permit any sister 
republic to sink into anarchy asa result of ag- 
gression by another country. I[t is the plain 
duty of the United States to put a stop to the 
revolution in Nicaragua before American and 


foreign lives are lost. All nations having na- 


tionala in Nicaragua look to this country to 
aid the constitutional government in restoring 


order.

THE BOOTLEGGER'S ODYSSEY. 


Tradition has it that the species of itinerant 
merchant Known as the ‘“‘bootlegger’ was 
born in the Indian Territory before the for- 
mation of the State of Oklahoma, and that 
he first began operations as the go.between 
of the Indian and the whisky dealer on the 
outside. That was In the days of cowhide 
boots, into the legs of which it was easy to 
conceal at least four flat bottles of ‘‘fire- 
water,” for which it was believed that any 
redskin in the days of Ned Buntline would 
swap his pony his squaw or his soul. 

Whatever the origin of the species, the 
bootiegger is now found throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. But the 
worst has not been told. He is reported to 
have formed liaison with the women of the 
seragiio. He has invaded the sacred pre- 
cincts of the harem of the faithful. Perbaps 
it would be closer to the truth to assert that 
his ideas have crossed the Bosphorus and that 
today they are spreading throughout Turkey 
with the connivance of the emancipated 
women of the harem. The Associated Press 
reports that since the adoption of the Turkish 
equivalent of the nineteenth amendment, 
which enfranchised the women of the republic, 
the ladies are taking up the art of bootlegging 
with great profits to themselves. They have 
emulated the example of some of the fairest 
of Washington's bootleggers. They have 
adopted belts with capacious pockets in which 
they carry around their ample waist any- 
where from eix to a dozen bottles of contra.

among the followers of the Prophet, in spite 
of the prohfbition law which Mahomet him- 
self foisted upon Islam.

has told the-diet that Japan can not -reduce 
her present naval armament. His words were: 
“Japan's present military and naval forces are 
necessary to maintain and protect Japan’s 
existing position and rights.” 

Premier Briand of France ‘is expected to 
reply that it is not practicable to separate the 
elements of defense by entering into an 
agreement to limit naval armaments. The 
French government has repeatedly stated its 
position. -It bolds that national defense con- 
sista of many factors which must be consid- 
ered together and with relation to each other 
in order to determine whether or not a nation 
is properly protected. In this position France 
is supported by a majority of the nations of 
Europe. 

The British government has not yet fore- 
shadowed the nature of its reply to President 
Coolidge, but it is known that Britain will not 
consent to the scrapping of: existing and 
authorized cruisers. 
is to be reached, the United States must be 
allowed to build more cruisers if it is to equal 
Britain’s cruiser strength. And if Japan ‘s 
to retain her present strength, the United 
States must build many more in order to reach 
the ratio strength of 6 to Japan's 3. 

Italy is behind the other four nations in 
naval strength. The Italian program roughly 
contemplates a naval strength equal to that of 
France. Therefore Italy would claim the right 
to build more, rather than less, if a naval 
limitation treaty were negotiated. 

The net result of the proposed negotiation, 
if successful, would probably be enlarged 
building programs on the part of the United 
States, France and Italy, to reach a proper 
ratio with Great Britain and Japan. 

In 1922 the British delegates at the Wash- 
ington conference would not agree to Secre- 
tary Hughes’ suggestion that the status quo 
be fixed. In order to reach an agreement, the 
United States was compelled to scrap several 
huudred thousand tons of ‘ships. Now that 
British naval strength is greater than that of 
the United States, it is intimated from London 
that the British government would be willing 
to agree to fixing the status quo. That would 
mean, of course, the permanent supertority 
of the British fleet over any other. 

It is beginning to be apparent that if the 
powers concerned escape from the difficulties 
raised by Mr. Coolidge's proposal without in— 
creasing international tension they will be very 
fortunate. Two of them do not intend to re- 
duce their naval armaments, and two others 
intend to increase them. In each case the gov- 
ernment is supported by its people, and the 
United States has no reason to find fault with 
their policy. 

In every Instance the idea of naval compet! 
tion is disclaimed. Each government contends 
that it is providing solely what is necessary 
for its national defense: Inasmuch as it is 
not the duty of the United States to prescribe 
what another nation shall do in providing de- 
fenses. it may be that the net result of the 
conversation will be the wise conclusion that 
the United States should do what other nations 
are doing—that is, build ships according to 
its needs. Let 
word when they say they are not trying to out- 
build others; but at the same time, let this 
government take care that no nation outbuilds 
the United States. ,

"A POUND'S A POUND.” 


The Department of Commerce has received 
from the consul general in London a copy or 
the act of parliament which will regulate the 
sale of foods in England, Scotland and Wales, 
to go into effect July 1, 1927. 

This act is simply to protect the British pur- 
chaser against paying for what he does not 
receive. In some respects it resembles the law 
of this country in that it requires that the 
net contents of a package of food must be 
plainly marked on the container. To the 
American manufacturer with a large British 
market for his products this is of the utmost 
importance, but he will also be interested in 
knowing that the danger of shrinkage or evap- 
oration is to be met with a provision that the 
statement of contents “shall not be deemed 
untrue if it is shown that it was true at the 
time of packing or importation and the orig- 
inal wrapper or container has remained in- 
tact.”’ 

There is also a clause which prevents the 
sale of prepacked milk except in quantities of 
balf a pint or multiples of half a pint, but it 
is specifically stated that this does not apply 
to either condensed or dried milk, which is 
practically the only kind of lacteal fluid ex- 
ported from this country. 

The new law is solely in the interest of the 
consumer and is designed for the purpose of 
preventing the sale of food products in quan- 
tities other than those stated on the labels. 
The only objector will be the manufacturer 
who has been in the habit of considering that 
the number of ounces in an avoirdupois pound 
is the same as the number of ounces in a 
pound, troy weight.

MOTOR CAR MILEAGE. 


Connecticut requires applicants for permits 
to operate a motor vehicle to go on record as 
to the number of miles of operating experience 
they have had.

FLYING TO°THE COAST. 


The Boeing Airplane Co., of Seattle, recent 
successful bidders for the contract to carry 


the.air mail between Chicago and the Pacific 
coast, are going about things in the right way. 
By next June 26 planes bearing the company’s 
insignia will be in the air, equipped to carry 
passengers, baggage and mail between the 
Windy City and San Francisco. The flying 
time between the two points will be 20 hours, 
a saving of some 48 hours over the time of 
the fastest passenger trains. Each plane will 
be equipped with a new type of engine, known 
as the Wasp, developing 400 horsepower, and 
each ship will have space for four passengers 
in an inclosed cabin. . 

Officials of this company evidently are work- 
ing on the assumption that there is a public 
demand for flying service to and from the West 
coast. In this they would seem to be justified 
in view of the time saving effected. Possibly, 
at fret, the public will hesitate to make use 
of the facilities offered, but as the planes go 
into regular routine operation, covering the 
great distance quickly and safely, the demand 
for reservations doubtless will exceed the space 
avaliable. 

Furthermore, it is dafe to predict that this 
company will make money out of the venture. 
Mail alone can not be carried at a profit. 
Passengers will not produce sufficient revenue 
to warrant the investment if nothing else is 
transported. Both together, however, will 
produce operating revenues in excess of ex- 
penses, and enable the company to declare 
dividends. 

The Boeing operating plan places air trans- 
port on an equal footing with rail transporta- 
tion. It marks the first commercial attempt 
in this country to carry passengers over so 
great a distance on regular schedule. A great 
new industry is about to be born, the develop- 
ment of which will bear watching.

PRODUCTION OF BOOKS. 


The American printing and publishing in- 
dustry produced in 1925 goods valued at more 
than $2,000,000,000, an increase of more than 
12 per cent over the output of 1923. Subscrip- 
tlons, sales and advertising of and in news- 
papers and periodicals produced revenues of 
more than $1,400,000,000, books and pam- 
phiets were published to a total of more than 
$164,000,000, job printing amounted to ap- 
proximately $670,000,000, and music publish- 
ing brought in slightly more than $16,000,000. 
The statistica were made public upon comple- 
tion of the biennial census of manufacturers 
taken in 1926 by the Department of Commerce. 

In all there were some 21,000 printing and 
publishing establishments operating in 
as compared to approximately 20,600 in 1923. 
Of these more than 10,000 were listed in the 
newspaper avd periodical branch, almost as

It is gratifying that the public demand tor 
reading matter has enabled the printing and 
publishing industry to become one of the 
leaders. Particularly interesting is the fact 
that textbooks comprised more than 40 per 
cent of the total book production in 1926, 
having also been more than two and a half 
times as large as the production of fiction. 
There could be po better indication than tbis 
of the present taste of the American reading 
public or the possible educational) 
ment of coming generations.

COST OF POLICE BBRVIGE. 

The census bureau in a survey taken in 274 
representative American cities found that they 
spent more than $220,000,000 in 1926 for the 
maintenance and operation of police depart- 
ments, courts, correctional institutions and 
the agencies connected with them. Of this sum 
police departments required $157,000,000, a 
per capita expenditure of $3.86. The admin- 
istration and maintenance of the District po- 
lice. department cost slightly more than §2.,- 
400,000, or a per capita of $4.96, almost 
double the cost in 1916. 

Two deductions may be drawn from the fact 
that the local per capita expenditure for po- 


lice is $1.10 above the average for other cities, 


throughout the country; first, that the Wash- 
ington force is larger than the average, or 
second, that it is better paid. Either condition 
should tend to place the District toward the 


bottom of the list of crimes committed. Fur- | 


thermore, Washington should not be a difficult 
city to police properly, for the streets are wide 
and, in comparison with those of other cities, 
well-lighted. During the past few weeks, how- 
ever, Washington has stood near the top of 
the list of crimes committed per 100,000 popu- 
lation, 

Possibly, of course, the per capita police ex- 
penditure figure for the country as a whole is 
reduced considerably by the number of smaller 
communities listed in which an extensive po- 
lice force is mot needed. Washington stands 
so far above the average, however, thet this 
excuse apparently would not hold water.
